Niagara-on-the-Lake, the fed¬ 
eral government does indeed 
allow municipalities to place 

cial marijuana operations. 

MP Rob Nicholson, Minister 
of Defence and MP for Niagara 
Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie says the federal gov¬ 
ernment has ruled that there 
must be access to medical mar¬ 
ijuana. But that's subject to 
municipal zoning bylaws, and 
those bylaws can be changed to 
regulate marijuana operations, 
the same as they could for any¬ 
thing else, he says. 

So if Niagara-on-the-Lake 
wants to dictate, as an example, 
how far from a residential 
neighbourhood greenhouses 
growing marijuana can be 
located, they can accomplish 
that through a zoning amend- 

"That's my understanding," 
he said, adding that if he or his 
office can help the town work 
through the legislation, their 
assistance is available.

The federal government 
is appealing the ruling, 
which could take up to a 
year, and in the meantime 
it will be tough for those 
commercial operations 
whose licences take effect 
as the old legislation 
expires, Graham said— 
those who currently grow 
or buy their own pot have 
no need to look to the more 
expensive commercial 
operations for their sup¬ 


ply.

:s, Carone and his 
neighbours don’t want 
marijuana grown so close 
to their homes that they 

It’s a rancid, musty, 
skunky smell, he says, and 
it can only get worse when 
the weather warms up and 
greenhouse windows are 

It’s not just that it’s 
unpleasant, he says, 
although he believes the 
Town should put a stop to 
anything that diminishes 
his quality of life, devalues 
his property, and ruins the 
appearance of the neigh¬ 
bourhood with a barbed- 

“I don’t think that I or 
any of my neighbours, and 
especially our kids, should 
be inhaling a controlled 
drug,” he said. 

“I also don’t think we 
should have to worry about 
our safety. There is no 
doubt this operation will 
attract a criminal element, 
otherwise why would it 
need that fence?” 

The Lakeshore Rd. 
greenhouse had been 
emptied of marijuana 
plants late last week, but 
John Henricks, the town 
planning director, says the 
owners of that operation 
have applied to Health 
Canada for a commercial 
licence. 

They have not, however, 
advised the Town whether 
they are making any 


improvements or changes 
to their operation, which 
would require Town 
involvement. 

Henricks says he has 
been advised by Health 
Canada that commercial 
regulations deal with 
odour control, and he 
believes that under the 
new legislation, operations 
will be located outside res¬ 
idential areas. 

“Of course we can initi¬ 
ate zoning changes. But if 
the assumption is that this 
solves the challenges 
raised by these owners (of 
the Lakeshore Rd. opera¬ 
tion) over this issue, it is 
misleading,” he said. 

“There is nothing the 
Town can do to about the 
zoning to prevent the 
Lakeshore Rd. operation.” 

Town staff is satisfied 
that bylaws currently in 
place in NOTL are ade¬ 
quate to address new facil¬ 
ities that are subject to the 
new federal system, 
Henricks said. 

“Nevertheless, staff con¬ 
tinue to monitor what 
other municipalities have 
done and are doing to 
assess if any changes are 
needed to strengthen the 
tools we have available; if 
amendments are needed, 
these will be recommend¬ 
ed to council.” 

Other municipalities 
are looking at placing 
restrictions on the location 
of medical marijuana 


grow-ops. The cities of 
Ottawa, Port Colborne Fort 
Erie are already planning 

And in the small munic¬ 
ipality of NOTL there are 
already eight applications 
in various stages from 

ijuana operators. 

Carone’s neighbour, Jim 
Leigh, hopes NOTL will 
consider setbacks of at 
least 1,000 metres from a 
residential neighbour- 

And it should be at least 
10,000 metres from 
schools, in his view—imag¬ 
ine the outcry if such an 
operation tried to set up 
beside Crossroads or St. 
Michael elementary 
schools, which have some 
agricultural property near¬ 
by, he said. 

“The toxic odour is 
unbearable. I won’t be able 
to sit outside this summer 
or open my windows when 
the greenhouse vents are 
open,” said Leigh. 

“The Town needs to get 
in front of it, before it's too 
late." 

At last week’s council 
meeting, Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke said he would like to 
hold a public meeting for 
local residents but “until 
we know the rules, we will 
have a hard time pushing 
back.”

Inside the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake house that was 
hit by a truck Saturday 
night, a small room is filled 
with rubble. 

Chunks of wood, cement 
and stucco seem to stretch 
from wall to wall, but peak- 

brightly-coloured bed¬ 
spread, covering the bed 
that lies under the wreck- 

"It's lucky nobody was 
home when the truck hit,” 
said owner Nick Pasquale. 

When he got a phone 
call from the police 
Saturday night telling him 
his East and West Line 
house had been hit by a 
truck, he thought they must 
have been mistaken. The 
side of the house is set back 
so far from the road, he 
didn’t think it was possible, 


but when he arrived and 

understood. 

They weren’t mistaken. 
It was his house. He bought 
it in 1997, planning to live 
there, but he and his wife 
decided they liked their St. 
Catharines neighbour¬ 
hood, so he has rented it 

Each year, he does a lit¬ 
tle more to fix it up, and 

Fortunately, the three 
adult tenants he is renting 
it to now were not home 
Saturday night when a 
22-year-old Niagara-on- 
the-Lake man drove his 
2009 Mazda off the road, 
through a ditch, across the 
corner of an orchard—run¬ 
ning over one of the fruit 
trees—and crossing the 
driveway before going 
through the side of the 
house and into the main- 
floor bedroom.

Soothing and comforting aren’t feelings you usually 
associate with making a trip to the dentist’s office. 

But that is the atmosphere that Dr. Daniela Matijevic 
has managed to create for patients from the moment 
they walk through the door at DCN Dental Care Niagara. 
There are her stunning Old World photographs on the 
walls coupled with modem technology that allows 
patients to watch TV or listen to their iPod when they 
are in her dental chair. 

Children can enjoy the PlayStation in the waiting 
area while their sibling is having a check-up. There is 
fresh coffee for mom and dad and a warm welcome for 
everyone. 

“I wanted to be a dentist since I was three years old," 
said Daniela. She managed to fulfil her dream seven 
years ago, despite some major stumbling blocks along 
the way. 

At the age of 18, she and her family fled the former 
Yugoslavia in the middle of the night amid threats to 
their lives with the escalating violence from ethnic 
cleansing. Her mother, who is Croatian and her father, 
a Serbian, left their homeland in 1997 with their two 
teenage daughters and came to the Niagara area. 

“I had to go back to high school to leam English,” said 
Daniela. At the same time, she worked part-time after 
school at a hotel, washing dishes and cleaning rooms. 

Her parents also worked hard to support the family 
and Daniela says they were all very grateful for 


the acceptance and assistance they received from 
Canadians. 

In 2007 - exacdy 10 years to the day after Daniela 
arrived in Canada - she received her degree in dentistry 
from the University of Western. She spent the next seven 
years working in dental offices from Milton to Fort Erie. 

On April 7, Daniela will open her own practice at 1630 
Four Mile Creek Rd. in Virgil. She bought the former 
parking lot property at the intersection of Niagara Stone 
Rd. and started building the two-storey office last June. 
Up-to-date technology includes lead lining in the walls 



to reduce radiation from x-rays, a 3D x-ray machine 
and computer print-outs for patients to take home to 
determine their options. 

"We will try to do our best to make our patients’ 
experience as pleasant as possible,” Daniela said of her 
team of four staff, who will continue to upgrade their 
skills with training in new medical technologies. 

“I love what I do,” she said. “I plan on being here in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for the next 30 years.” 

DCN will provide a wide range of services including 
sedation, dentures, braces and implants. Payment plans 
for patients without dental benefits will also be offered. 

Daniela said one of her goals is to see patients the 
same day they call when they need treatment. 

“And if you call me in the middle of the night, I’m 
here,” she said, regarding emergencies.

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Discrepancies over enrolment projections persist 


Board staff stick 
with projected 
decline while 
community 
groups predict 
growth

“Trustees, may your 
conscience be your guide 
when you make your deci- 

Those were Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke’s parting words 
when he asked District 
School Board of Niagara 
trustees to “make the right 
decision” by allowing 
Parliament Oak Public 
School to stay open. 

And the decision may 
come down to their con¬ 
science, as board staff 
continues to disagree with 
members of CARE, 
Citizens for Accountable 
and Responsible 

Education, the lord mayor 
and council of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, town plan¬ 
ners and an engineer who 
works in planning and 
development at the region, 
over which numbers accu¬ 
rately reflect future enrol¬ 
ment for the Old Town’s 
only school. 

Even MP Rob Nicholson 
has spoken of community 
school populations being 
cyclical, bouncing back 
eventually. 

School board staff at 
last Tuesday’s board meet¬ 
ing maintained the future 
looks bleak for the aging 
facility, with more triple 
and even four-grade splits 
in the years to come, and a 
school population of less 
than 100 students by 
2016. 

Even by revising num¬ 
bers to present the best- 
case scenario, based on 
the highest three years of 
enrolment historically for 
the school, the projected 
enrolment only increases 
to 133 students a decade 
from now, said superin¬ 
tendent John Stainsby. 

But that still leaves the 
school operating at 40% of 
its capacity and does not 


allow optimal program¬ 
ming for students, he 

CARE members, how¬ 
ever, continued to paint a 
different picture—one that 
will come from stability. 

And that will occur, 
trustees were told, with 
the end of French 
Immersion at Parliament 
Oak (which is drawing stu¬ 
dents from regular pro¬ 
grams and causing triple 
splits), with full-day Junior 
Kindergarten beginning in 
September, and with the 
enforcement and possibly 
a re-alignment of bound¬ 
aries to ease pressure on 
St. Davids and Crossroads 
Public Schools, creating 
three right-sized elemen¬ 
tary schools in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

The 2008 accommoda¬ 
tion review in NOTL 
resulted in a communica¬ 
tions breakdown between 
the school board and resi¬ 
dents, Eke reminded trust¬ 
ees, and “left our relations 
in tatters and resulted in 
the closure of our only 
high school.” 

The recommendations 
from that accommodation 
review also called for three 
right-sized elementary 
schools, Eke said, leading 
the trustees to vote to 
spend $1.6 million of tax¬ 
payers’ dollars to renovate 
Parliament Oak. 

"Now, as we are faced 
with DSBN staff recom¬ 
mendations to close 
Parliament Oak, it must be 
asked - what has changed? 
What happened to the 
integrity of your own pro¬ 
jected enrolment num¬ 
bers?” 

He answered his own 
question with the pro¬ 
graming decisions made 
by the board that have led 
to declining enrolment, 
parent frustration and 
subsequent student depar¬ 
tures. "What is happening 
at Parliament Oak has 
nothing to do with a lack 
of student population in 
that area,” he said. 

With new subdivisions 
putting pressure on 
Crossroads and St. Davids, 
and infilling in the Old 
Town, closing Parliament 
Oak, Eke told trustees, is 


“trading a solution for a 
whole new problem. And 
that is not acceptable for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake stu¬ 
dents.” 

CARE member Mark 
Polgrabia, a parent of two 
youngsters who will be 
going to Parliament Oak if 
it stays open, addressed 
what CARE has said is a 
myth when considering 


the savings from closing 
schools. 

He pointed out that off¬ 
setting most of the savings 
is an increased cost to 
Crossroads to accommo¬ 
date more students, not 
only the capital costs for 
an expansion, but in 
increased maintenance 
because of the expansion, 
more staff, transportation 


($36,000 a year if only one 
extra bus is required) and 
supplies. 

He also reminded trust¬ 
ees the school board will 
lose its $76,000 in top-up 
funding from the province 
for Parliament Oak, which 
Crossroads isn’t entitled 

“You’re being asked to 
spend more than $1 mil¬ 


lion to save maybe 
$30,000,” he told trustees, 
“or maybe not even that, 
depending on busing.” 

Phill Lambert, a parent 
with three students at 
Crossroads, was the first to 
speak to trustees about the 
Virgil school and the pres-

Could NOTL be going to pot? 


We’ve heard the Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake has been notified that there are 
eight applications for commercial mari¬ 
juana growing operations within its bound- 

We have no way of knowing, of course, 
whether they will be approved. Other than 
the Lakeshore Rd. greenhouses that every¬ 
one is aware of, we don’t know where they 
are. And that information is not made pub¬ 
lic, so if a resident had any issue with a 
particular location, they wouldn’t know 

Our Tbwn officials have an advantage 
over residents. They are in the loop once 
an application has been made to Health 
Canada. But they aren’t sharing that infor¬ 
mation. And they keep telling us there's 
nothing they could do about it anyway. 

Eight large, commercial marijuana 
operations seem like a lot for a small com¬ 
munity, but it’s not surprising given the 
number of greenhouses in an agricultural 
area. It’s a difficult economy for growers. So 
it’s completely logical that greenhouses up 
for grabs would seem attractive to some¬ 
body thinking about getting into the mari¬ 
juana-growing business. 

Here’s the conundrum. For months 
we’ve listened to Town officials telling us 
there was nothing that could be done, 
because federal legislation trumps munici¬ 
pal bylaws. 

Now, we’re finding out that isn’t the 


case. NOTL planning staff say instead that 
of course zoning changes are possible, but 
wouldn’t help limit existing greenhouse 
operations. Further, we’re told there is no 
need for controls, and that Town staff will 
be keeping an eye on new developments 
so that if there is a need, they can advise 
council. 

But the town planning department 
doesn't know about what's coming down 
the pipe until the application process has 
begun, at which time, we're told, it's too 
late to do anything about it. 

It would seem a sensible, proactive 
approach for town planners in any agricul¬ 
tural area of Canada to begin looking at 
what controls they can put in place. The 
information we are getting about what 
restrictions are possible is confusing and 
contradictory. Yet the concept of these 
commercial operations isn’t new. It seems 
the right time to look at what municipal 
restrictions are possible, and to begin talk¬ 
ing about whether they should be imple¬ 
mented, was when we were given notice 
the federal legislation was changing. 

Other municipalities are not quite so 
complacent - they are considering or 
implementing restrictions. 

It might be more reassuring if our Town 
officials were following suit, unless we pre¬ 
fer being the marijuana capital of the coun¬ 
try, better known for our cannabis produc¬ 
tion than our VQA wines.

Have you been at a 
social gathering, speaking 
to another person, when 
a certain odour caused 
you to back away? In a 
crowded room, saying 
“beep, beep, beep” to 
back up is not always an 
option. At times I’ve found 
it necessary to turn aside 
in order to avoid a dis¬ 
gusting stench. 

Telling a friend or fam¬ 
ily member they have bad 


breath can be a challenge. 
However, the bad breath 
we whiff may well be a 
sign of a more significant 
concern needing to be 
confronted. 

I’ve heard from some 
older friends that dental 
care becomes difficult 
with age. Retired workers 
often lose their dental 
care benefit, and conse¬ 
quently regular visits to 
the dentist become a 
financial burden. 

For some individuals 
the loss of hand coordina¬ 
tion results in frustrations 
of being unable to do 
basic brushing (unless 
you have a great sense of 
humour). 

I recently read several 
studies connecting poor 
dental care with issues 
like heart and liver dis¬ 
ease, certain types of 
ulcers, obesity, diabetes 
and other chronic ail¬ 


ments. Your friend's bad 
breath may be a symptom 
of a serious health issue. 

It’s no secret that as we 
age our body goes through 
changes. One of those 
changes occurs to our 

With years of use the 
teeth stain, giving them a 
darker colour. If we take 
medication to deal with 
health issues a side effect 
of certain medications 
may cause dry mouth. 

We may also experi¬ 
ence a decline in the 
sense of taste. Of the four 
tastes we detect, salty, 
sour, bitter and sweet, and 
later in life it’s sweet that 
stays with us. That 
explains why Aunt Agnes 
always had a bowl of 
lemon drops on the table. 
She could actually taste 

As we age the old 
advice is still valid: Avoid 


sweets, especially sugar 
loaded drinks, as sugar 
feeds tooth decay and 
bacteria build up. For 
those who smoke, kicking 
the habit will go a long 
way to improve oral 
health. 

While “old habits” are 
hard to break, learning 
something new will help 
keep you young. Dental 
care includes using a soft 
tooth brush to brush gen¬ 
tly; don’t scrub. Gentle, 
up and down action, at a 
45 degree angle, will 
remove plaque without 
damagingyour gums. Two 
and a half minutes is 
effective, brushing both 
exterior and interior sides 
of your teeth. Brushing 
twice a day, or after every 
meal, is a good routine. 

At least once a day floss 
between your teeth before 
you brush. The goal is to 
remove plaque before it 


hardens to become tartar, 
which can only be 
removed by a dental 
hygienist. 

To further combat bac¬ 
teria build up in the 
mouth try cleaning your 
tongue with a tongue 
scrapper. Gentleness is a 
key to remove bacteria 
while not damaging your 
taste buds or experienc¬ 
ing the gag reflex. Another 
tool in the dental care is 
to use an antibacterial 
mouth wash. The benefit 
is a cleaner mouth with¬ 
out using soap. 

Finally, if good health 
is not motivation enough 
for dental care, I don’t 
mind saying to my older 
male friends: “The ladies 
will appreciate your due 
diligence.” So get to it.

“Any decision made here will great¬ 
ly affect my children and Crossroads 
students in the coming years,” he told 

An engineer with the Region of 
Niagara planning and development 
department, he too questioned the 
board’s projections of declining enrol¬ 
ment at Crossroads, even with the 
arrival of Parliament Oak students. 

Historic data doesn’t suggest a 
declining trend at Crossroads, he said, 
and although numbers over the com¬ 
ing years are up and down, in 10 years 
time, based on birth rates, there could 
be up to 44 Grade 8 students at 
Crossroads. 

The Virgil school is surrounded by 
600 potential low-density units, and 
there are 50 single family homes being 
built around the fenceline of the 

It’s logical, he said, to think that 
growth, especially of low-density units 
which are designed for young families, 
will result in more students, not less. 

“If your predicted decline in enrol¬ 
ment doesn’t occur, what is the plan to 
avoid overcrowded schools?” he 

The province pays for new schools, 
but it’s still taxpayers’ money, and the 
expense, he says, “makes renovation 
costs not look so bad.” 

In a holistic approach, he added, 
"how does this save taxpayers 
money?” 

Shaw actor and parent lim Mezon 
also addressed trustees, reminding 
them that the Old Town school is in 
the top five of the region with its aca¬ 
demic test results. 

He too spoke of the number of chil¬ 
dren living in the Old Town, who, with 
some changes in programs and poli¬ 
cies, will choose Parliament Oak in the

When members of 
CARE (Citizens for 
Accountable and 
Responsible Education) 
were asked by trustees 
whether there is broad 
community support for 
keeping the Old Town 
school open, they were 
able to answer with a 
resounding "yes.” 

In addition to more 
than 1,000 signatures on a 
petition asking for the 
school to remain open, 
parents have received 
endorsements for their 
cause from all levels of 
government, including 
MP Rob Nicholson. 

MPP Wayne Gates is 
lobbying for them at 


Queen’s Park, and Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke has writ¬ 
ten and spoken publicly 
to trustees on behalf of 
the school and its impor¬ 
tance to the community. 

Regional chair Gary 
Burroughs has also 
offered his support. 

"This situation is dif¬ 
ferent than the NDSS 
ARC,” he says. 

"This time around, 
there is no gain to closing 
Parliament Oak for any 
trustee. There is clear 
community consen¬ 
sus. Your approach is cor¬ 
rect,” he said to CARE 
members. 

“Stay factual and keep 
trying to work with the 
trustees,” he has advised. 

As a federal govern¬ 
ment representative, 
Nicholson is clear that he 
can offer nothing but his 
support to CARE mem¬ 
bers and his personal 
opinion about Parliament 
Oak. 


"I hope they can keep 
it open,” he says. “A school 
like this is an essential 
part of the community. I 
appreciate that there have 
been ups and downs in 
enrolment, but these 
things are cyclical.” 

When the tide changes 
and enrolment increases 
again, it’s important to 
have the infrastructure in 
place to send kids to 
school in their own com¬ 
munity, he said. 

He references his own 
Niagara Falls neighbour¬ 
hood, which is returning 
to a family-oriented com¬ 
munity. 

“My neighbourhood 
had tonnes of kids 25 
years ago. They grew up, 
found jobs elsewhere, and 
moved away. Now there 
are all kinds of kids in the 
neighbourhood again. 
When you reach a certain 
age, you can look back 
and see what’s happened 


kids back on the street.”

“It goes back to a sense 
of community. You move 
a school out and people 
with young families will 
look at it and choose 
another community with 
a school.”

A few years ago, the

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Online heritage portal opens gateway for future history buffs

Canada's oldest library 
has officially incorporat¬ 
ed history into today’s 
mainstream technology. 

On Monday, the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library launched 
the NOTL Heritage Portal, 
a historical and heritage 
gateway providing one- 
stop access to the digital 
collections of libraries, 
archives, museums, his¬ 
torical societies, commu¬ 
nity groups, government 
agencies, and private col¬ 
lections in Ontario and 
across Canada. 

NOTL Public Library 
Board Chair Andrew 


Porteus explained the ini¬ 
tial processing of the idea 
began in 2012 when he 
was approached with the 
Huggins Collection - 12 
boxes of newspaper clip¬ 
pings, articles, letters and 
historic bits of in infor¬ 
mation spanning between 
the 1920s to 1960s. This 
collection was compiled 
by Queenston resident 
Jean Huggins, a commu¬ 
nity-oriented teacher and 
historian. 

The question posed 
was what to do with the 
collection. 

A group of representa¬ 
tives from the Niagara 
Historical Society , the 
Town, NOTL Fire and 
Emergency Services, 
Shaw Festival Theatre, St. 


Mark’s Anglican Church, 
Queenston Residents’ 
Association, Queenston 
Library and Niagara Falls 
Public Library collabo¬ 
rated to see what resourc¬ 
es were available to digi¬ 
tize the collection. 

Porteus said the initial 
partners all had items 
that could be included to 
start the archive. With 
that, the group applied 
and was approved for a 
grant through the Ministry 
or Tourism, Culture and 
Sport. 

Library CEO Cathy 
Simpson explained the 
grant helped cover the 
cost of purchasing equip¬ 
ment, the site hosting 
costs and a full-time 
employee for one year to 


start the digitizing pro- 

Maya Dymarkowski 
was the library’s project 
assistant who started dig¬ 
itizing and archiving the 
many articles and photo¬ 
graphs. 

“As a former librarian 
with a great appreciation 
for history, Maya worked 
diligently in getting this 
project up and running,” 
Simpson said. “She was a 
great ambassador and 
greatly strengthened our 
relationships with the 
various community orga¬ 
nizations involved.” 

Even though 

Dymarkowski’s year has 
ended, she will continue 
to work with library staff 
and volunteers, showing 


them the process until 
there are enough people 
to continue. 

Porteus stressed the 
importance of archiving 
the community’s heritage 
by saying, “Collecting 
things now is the history 
of the future.” He also said 
that community residents 
and organizations that 
want to preserve their 
heritage and history for 
future reference, have an 
opportunity if they don’t 
have the resources them¬ 
selves, to do so. 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
was on hand to extend 
congratulations from the 
Town and acknowledge 
the dedication and enthu¬ 
siasm of the library staff, 
board and community 


members involved. 

Simpson said expand¬ 
ing the heritage portal 
will be a continual pro¬ 
cess and extended an 
invitation anyone who 
would like to volunteer 
their time to assist with 
the project to do so.

His teacher, Lisa Mayer, 
encouraged him, and 
since Wednesday was 
Purple Day around the 
world, helped him orga¬ 
nize an epilepsy aware¬ 
ness day at school. 

He got some dye and a 
bucket and coloured a 
white T-shirt and track 
pants purple so he would 
have something to wear. 
He made signs to put up 
around school, and talked 
to students about epilep¬ 
sy. He encouraged them 
to dress in purple, and 
gave them ribbons to 

He went to Epilepsy 
Niagara to ask for infor¬ 
mation for his project. His 
mother has gone there for 
help in the past, he said, 
and they were disap¬ 
pointed to learn the agen¬ 
cy has been cut back to 
two days, because of lack 
of funding. 

“I wish it could be open 
all the time for people 
who need it,” he said. 

He worked hard on his 
project, and learned some 
facts he didn’t know 
about the disease, such as 
the many different kinds 
of seizures. 

He already knew some 
of the other information, 
including how common 
epilepsy is, the many 
causes, and that because 
it’s a disease of the brain, 
there is a stigma attached 

The motto of the epi¬ 
lepsy association, he said, 
is “out of the shadows,” to 
stop people from hiding 
at home, afraid to go out 
in case they have a sei¬ 
zure, and to help others 
understand the disease. 

His mother is very 
open about her illness, 
but it is still hard to deal 
with, says Kyle. 

He tries to be a good 
student and not do any¬ 
thing to get in trouble, 
because “I don’t want her 
to worry about me. I want 
her to be able to relax and 
know I’m fine.” 

A little while ago, Kyle 
broke his wrist playing 
hockey. His mother was 
worried about him. It was 


strange, having the tables 
turned, he said. 

“Usually it’s me worry¬ 
ing about her. Usually 
she’s the one with broken 
bones, or cuts and 
scrapes.” 

Marianne can’t drive a 
car—there are strict regu¬ 
lations for people with 
epilepsy—but his father 
and older sisters make 
sure he can get out to be 
with his friends, and take 
him to hockey games. 
Everyone pitches in to 

His mother insists his 
life should be as normal 
as possible, even though 
he hates to leave her alone 
in the house, he says. 

“She is always encour¬ 
aging me to do things. 
She doesn’t want her epi¬ 
lepsy to affect my life. She 
knows I worry about her. 
She tells me not to, but I 
know I always will.” 

He would love to be an 
"epilepsy ambassador,”
